Agriculture Progressing. 


In a communication lo a New England newspaper the 


writer makes the point that what farmers need to help them in 
their business is not some one to tell them how to do it, but to 
show them how to do it. And it must he admitted that there 
is some ground for the writer's skepticism regarding' the value 
of much that passes for agricultural teaching. '! here are 
writers and talkers without number who are constantly liolcl- 
infi' up to the farmers the large possibilities of their calling, but 
in many cases these self-appointed instructors have little or no 
practical knowledge of the subject. They deal with it in a 
theoretical way, make speeches and write articles thai sound 
well and read well, but fail to supply the practical information 
necessary to make Iheir efforts of substantial value. 


And yet there is no doubt that these men contribute some- 


thin^ toward the gradual advancement of agriculture which is 
surely taking place. They at least stimulate thought on the 
part of wide-awake farmers, and that is worth much. A tarm- 
ermay listen to an address or read an article which he knows 
to-express impractical views, and .yet draw from it ideas winch 
he can develop in his own way and thereby be the gainer. 


That farming, on the whole, is progressing is beyond ques- 


tion 
The wide-awake farmer is using beller methods and 


better equipment than he did a few years ago. His eyes have 
been opened to the fact that Ihe possibilities of his calling are 
much larger than they were formerly supposed to,be, and he 
is reaching out for belter results and securing them. He takes 
such advice as is offered to him by agricultural colleges, theor- 
ists and others who think they may know more about his busi- 
ness than he does himself, and then goes forward to work out 
his own salvation ill his own way. The result is that every 
little while he develops an idea that speedily proves its value. 
This is quickly adopted by his fellow farmers and so the good 
work goes on, more slowly, perhaps, than might be wished, 
but steadily and surely nevertheless.
